Have you thought about subscribing to Ancestry.com but balk at the annual fee of over $150? You are 
in luck! The Northfieid Library and Buckham Memorial Library in Faribault have a joint subscription 
which gives you access to over 1.5 billion names, information comes from the United States Census, 
directories, immigration, military and land records and more. The library subscription to 
Ancestry.com is available only in the libraries. It cannot be accessed from home. However, both 
libraries subscribe to HeritageQuest Online which can be accessed from home with a vaiid library card. 
HeritageQuest is a different resource but does include the U.S. Census as we!! as Revolutionary War 
records, etc. (Please note that HeritageQuest is not as extensive a resource as Ancestry.com.)

It is interesting to note that the name “Covert” is used interchangeably with “Covart,” even within the same 
family. Research has shown the original name could well have been “Covert” and that the Coverts left England 
for Holland sometime in the late 1590s where the name became “Covart.” 

The Hon. Joseph and Sarah Frances Ogden Covert came in 1855 with their two young sons, Samuel K. and 
Joseph Ogden, to Wheeling Twp., Rice Co. where Joseph had pre-empted 180 acres of wild land In Section 30. 
The deed to this land was signed by President James Buchanan. One of the first, if not the first, local offices 
Joseph Covert held was when elected Justice of the Peace for Wheeling Twp. at the first town meeting held May 

11,1858. He also served in the MN Territorial legislature and as State Representative in the Legislature in 
1876 and 1879. 

Joseph Covert was the sixth chiid bom to William Covart (1791-1875) and Anna Rider/Ryder (1798- 
1859). His siblings were James Rider, Phoebe Jane, Margaret Ann, William Hector, Catherine, Harriette and 
George R. One of the family stories tells that Anna Rider Covert’s mother was scalped, by Indians at the Old 
Well in Glen Spey on what is known as Sullivan Co. Road #42. Joseph was brought up on his parents’ farm, 
but left home when twenty-two in order to engage in manufacturing lumber. He married Sarah Frances Ogden 
in 1850 and two and a half years later, in the early spring of 1853, they moved to Dodge Co., W! and farmed 
before moving to Wheeling s wp.. Rice Co., MN. it is interesting that the Covert men were considered not only 
excellent farmers, but expert hunters as well. 

Sarah Frances “Fanny” Ogden was the daughter of John and Mary (possibly Hirst) Ogden of Jersey City, NJ. 
Her known sibling was John Hirst Ogden who, when ill in 1832, came from Jersey City to stay with his sister

The Hon. Joseph Covert and Sarah Frances Ogden (continued) 
for the two months prior to his death 10 Jan. 1893. Sarah Frances married Joseph Covert when she was 
eighteen, and the first two of their children were bom before they left New York state: Samuel K. who married 
Etta Lord and Joseph Ogden who married Susie N. Downie. Fiye more were bom in Wheeling Twp,, Rice Co.: my 
grandmother Sarah Frances (Mrs. William Frederick Chester), Henry D. who married Lucy Lounsbury, Alice 
Elizabeth (Mrs. Henry A. Swartwoudt), Lina J. (Mrs. A. Jackson Stauffer) and Kathryn “Kate/Kit” (Mrs. 
Gustavus D. Shake). According to the 1880 census, during the late 1870s and the early 1880s, John and Mary 
Ogden were living with their daughter Sarah and her husband Joseph Covert. There is no record of their deaths 
or burial here. 

Joseph and Sarah Frances Covert and two young sons crossed the Mississippi river from W1 to MN by ox team 
during the winter of 1854-55, while the river was frozen, to the land pre-empted in Wheeling Twp. by 
Joseph in 1854. As the family continued to prosper, in 1868 Joseph bought another farm across the road in 
Cannon City Twp. in Sec. 36 where he built a large brick home, a corn crib and a hog house, and erected a 
windmill. The barn, granary, machine shed and chicken house remained across the road in Wheeling Twp. 
When he died, Joseph owned 240 acres. It is interesting to note that the farm in Cannon City Twp. remains in 
the Covert family, with Joseph and Sarah’s great-great-grandson Bradley R. Covert and his family now living 
there. 

Joseph Covert died of “inflammation of the stomach” at his East Prairie home in Cannon City Twp. at the age of 
64 years, 11 months and 20 days. He is buried in the Covert plot in Section A-13, Maple Lawn Cemetery, 
Faribault. Sarah Frances Ogden Covert died at her home on West Seventh Street in Faribault at the age of 65 
years, 10 months and 16 days. She is also buried in the Covert plot where the large gray granite stone on the 
side facing the road reads “COVERT” at the base with a large “C” within a wreath at the top. The opposite side 
has one panel reading “Joseph Covert Born Apr. 29, 1828 Died Apr. 20, 1893” with the other panel 
blank. The two panels on the front side and those on the side of the monument are also blank. Foot stones read: 
“JOSEPH COVERT’ and “SARAH F. COVERT’ for the parents. For their son and daughter-in-law on the blank - 
side: “FATHER JOSEPH 0. COVERT 1852 - 1922” and “MOTHER SUSIE N. COVERT 1866 - 1952”. On 
the left (north) side is the grave of Sarah Ogden Covert’s brother with his foot stone reading “JOHN H. OGDEN 
Born Sept. 28, 1828 Died Jan. 10, 1893”. The south side apparently is still open for a burial.

Family records portion of the bible contains 4 pages plus 3 pages inserted, with marriages, births 
and deaths of Amos and Cynthia (Graves) Maxfield and descendants and Cynthia's parents and siblings. It is in the 
handwriting of 3 or more people. The ownership of the book has passed as follows from 

Amos and Cynthia (Graves) Maxfield, to Alice (Maxfield) Rice, to Emily (Rice) Goodhue, to Alice (Goodhue) Berg, and 

as of 1994 to to Harriet Berg, great-great-granddaughter of Amos and Cynthia 

*Ralph Goodhue (1878 -1960) born and died in Northfield, Minn. He and his wife Emily Rice (1878-1969), 
lived on a dairy farm in Northfield Township sec. 11, Rice County, Minn. 

Emily was the granddaughter of Amos Benjamin and Cynthia M. (Graves) Maxfield
